'J'lici'efore  it  was  not  in  the  ])Owcr  of  any  Indian,  cliief  or  no  cliief,  tc» 
nialic  a  title  to  any  portion  of  land — as  properly --to  anybody,  and  there-' 
fore,  \vliun  lands  were  wanted  foi-  cultivation,  the  chiefs  or  head  men  of  the 
tribes  (according,'-  to  u-<afr,.s  and  the  custom  of  .savai.re's  everywhere  in  Ame- 
rica or  Afiiea)  met  in  Couneil  and  i)e^;oliated  witli  and  the  cf>nsent  or  the 
voice  f)f  the  tribe,  vvhoni  Uie  chiefs  rejire.seiit,  by  treaty  foi- a  c('8sion  (.)f  lands 
needed. 

J''roin  the  evidei.ee  of  the  AN'alj-'  Tamd,  Toi'l  Sarnia,  Ketfh'  Point,  and 
tSauble,  1  find  iha'  the  WawaiiosliV  .and  fev.niemlier.s  of  the  Walpole  Island 
F-ignatures  apju-ar  on  the  fact;  of  the  agreement,  and  tlioy  signed  the  same 
without  the  advifte  and  consent  of  the  liand  ;  therefore  the  said  agreement  is 
defective,  atid  void,  for  the  annuity  is  hold  in  common  l)y  Indians,  and  any 
disposal  thereof,  must  be  done  bv  the  Voice  of  the  Indians  through  their 
Chiefs.
